Goodwin was an Englishman, young, of 
distinguished appearance, weU.jducated, 
and a man who could gain the confidence 
of most anyone with whom he came in 
contact. Hi apparently came from a good 
amily, but one thing was lacking. He 
Hwsessed almost everything but money.

TORNADO IN KENTUCKY. 


One Hundred Building* Damaged and 


Several People Hurt. 


PADUCAH, Ky., May 4 —Between & and 


6 o'clock Saturday evening a hurricane, 
with heavy rain and hail, swept into this 
town from the west. The funnel-shaped 
cloud characteristic 
of tornadoes was 


present. In a few minutes the streets 
were rivers of water. The first work of 
destruction by the tornado was the un- 
roofing of the Newport News and Missis- 
sippi Valley railroad freight depot. After 
this 
the tornado cut u zigzag swath 


through the city. The roof of the colored 
people's school house was torn off, as

New Clmrcli Destroyed. 


The Third Street Methodist church was

The steamer 
Clyde were blown into the river with snch 
force against a barge as to sink the barge. 
One hundred buildings were either totally 
wrecked, moved from their foundations, 
or unroofed. Several people were badly 
injured. The havoc among the telegraph 
poles and wires was so great that no com- 
munication could be had with- the rest of 
the world till 4 o'clock Sunday morning.

THE RIOT AT FOURMIES. 


INCENDIARY FIRE AT ALTOONA. 


Women and Children Shot Down by the 


Soldier.. 


PARIS, May 4 —The details of the labor 


trouble at Fourmies immensely height- 
ened the political importance of the Inci- 
dent. The fact that six women, several 
children and eight men were killed on the 
spot,while twenty were seriusly wounded, 
gives the affair the character of a massa- 
cre. The soldiers were merely exposed to 
etone throwing, but they replied with sue- 
cessive 
volleys 
from rifles, inflicting 


frightful wounds on,, the victims. The 
houses exposed to the fire were riddled 
and there is every sign that reckless and 
wanton inhumanity was shown by the 
troops. The local popular commotion is 
intense, and it flndi a response in the 
growing excitement in every working 


made it a point to make the acquaintance 
of wealthy men. With little difficulty he 
forged several checks and induced his 
new-found friend* to cash them. As non 
as he received the money he disappeared— 
went to sou»« other city and lived on his 
ill-gotten gams until he secured other vic- 
tims. The most remarkable thing about 
him is that he never was arrested before. 
This is accounted for by the fact that the 
people he victimized were people of high 
locial standing, and they did not care to 
gain notoriety by prosecuting him. 


Ble Life at Chicago. 


In Philadelphia he made the acquaint- 


ance of many prominent young society 
men. Here be changed his method some- 
what. Instead of forging the name* of 
outside men he forged the names of 
all his acquaintances to separate checks. 
He then induced one of the victims to 
cash a cheek bearing the. forged name of 
the victim's friend, aud so on until all the 
checks were chaabed by men whose names 
he had forged on other checks. When he 
left town there was indeed a mixed-up 
mess, and come of the victims came very 
near having their friends arrested for for- 
gery. When they discovered the clever 
game that had been played upon them 
they hushed the matter up. Goodwin 
made his appearance in Chicago about 
five yeaas ago. After tinkering with law 
for two years he moved to MicBIgsn ave- 
nue, hind luxuriously furnished apart- 
ments, and hung out a sign telling the 
world that -Dr. B. C. Halston* could be 
found within. He remained in that busi- 
ness for nearly a year and made consider 
able money by blackmailing the patients 
he secured. 


Stirred Society at Syracuse. 
, Things became too hot for Goodwin in 
Chic&go and to escape arrest he hurriedly 
left town. In a few weeks he turned up 
in Syracuse. N. Y. He had an elaborate 
wardrobe o( English clothes and stirred 
society considerably. He called himself 
Dr. Goodwin, and opened an office in the 
swell part of the city. One night he was 
called to attend Miss Amy Gifford, who 
was considered the handsomest young 
woman in Syracuse. She is a niece of 
John John M. Babcoak, a wealthy and 
prominent man of Syracuse. 
Miss Gif- 


ford is the daughter of Harry Gifford. 
who is now a resident of Chicago, and a 
niece of Miss U.fford, the well-known 
American sculptress, now in Home. A 
short time before Mils Gifford had met 
William S. Hanley, a man whom no one 
seemed to know anything about. She 
ell in love with him, but her family re- 
fused to allow him in the house. One 
night she eloped with him and they were 
secretly married in Albany, N. Y. Short- 
y afterward he deserted her. She re- 
turned home, begged forgiveness, and 
was taken back. She quietly secured a 
divorce and was allowed to resume her 
maiden name. 
Lock Wa* Against Him. 


Goodwin took nil bride upon an ex- 


tended wedding trip, spending money 
most lavishly. The money be secured by 
getting forged checks cashed. 
He even 


paid his hotel bills with them, and many 
proprietors have good cause to remember 
him. 
All the time Goodwin assured his 


bride of his enormous wealth and the title 
be was some day to possess, and she be- 
came fairly dizzy with expectancy. 'Leav- 
ing her to wait be went to New York, 
wrote letters to her, and sent them to 
London to ba romailed. He finally wrote 
one telling her the facts and stating that 
be intended to remain in England. Al- 
most prostrated Mrs. Goodwin left home 
and came to Chicago, where she has since 
been living in privacy. 
Goodwin con- 


tinued his wild career in New York, 
swindling many people.

ROME, May 4 —The green book on the 


New Orleans lynching comprises twenty- 
four dispatches dated from March 14 to 
April 28. It shows that the Italian gov- 
ernment from the commencement perse- 
vered in asking that criminal proceedings 
be taken against the lynchers aad that an 
indemnity be paid to the families of the 
victims. The expression "brought to jus- 
tice" recurs in the official dispatches as 
well as in Baron Fava's private letters. 
After Mr. Elaine's note of April 14 the 
volume concludes with the telegram from 
Marquis di Rudinito the Maiquis Im- 
periali. 


Makes Kutllui Melancholy. 


The text is as folio ws: "I have now before 


me a note addressed to you by Secretary 
Blaine, April 14. Its perusal produces a 
most painful impres^on upon me. I will 
not stop to lay stress upon the lack of con- 
formity with diplomatic usages displayed 
in making use, n<s Mr. Blaine did not 
hesitate to do, of a portion of a telegram 
of mine communicated tohimin strict con- 
fidence, in order to get rid of a question 
clearly defined in our official documents, 
which alone possess a diplomatic value. 


What He Meant by "Punishment." 
•Nor will I stop to point out the refer 


ence in this telegram of mine on March 24 
that the words "punishment of the guilt?" 
in the brevity of telegraphic language act- 
ually signified only that prosecution ought 
to be commeuced id order that the indi- 
viduals recognized as guilty should not 
escape punishment. For above ail astute 
arguments remains the fact that hence- 
forward the federal government declares 
itself conscious of what we have constantly 
asked, and yat it does not grant our legiti- 
mate demands. 


A Shrinking Dilponittt.
